The wonderful fer- 
tility of the island has cansed it to fiid a few 
outlets for foreign commerce, but there was a 
period when its ports were as completely closed 
as those of Japan.

The-language of 
this law certainly commits to the people of any 
Territory the right to admit or extlude Slavéry 
in their diseretion ;—and this is the great argu- 
ment which has always been used to reconcile 
the people of the Northern States to tlie enact- 
ment of the Nebraska bill. “ 

The Pro-Slavery Party at. the South, how- 
ever, has never assented to this doctrine. In 
their interpretation of ‘the law, they have in- 
sisted that the people of a Territory could only 
exclude Slavery when it should bécome a.State ; 
and that‘previous to that time, Slavery could 
go into the Territory and be protected there by 


the Constitution of the United States. ‘They’ 


succeeded at Cincinnati in forcing the Demo- 
cratic Party to abstain from taking any groand 
inconsistent with this position ;—and the Cin- 
cinvati platform ‘will be found, ‘accordingly, 
to be entirely silent as to the power of the- in- 
habitants of a Territory to exclude. Slavery, 
although it concedes that power to. them when 
they come to form a State Constitution. The 
Southern Democratic press represents this as a 
complete repudiation of the doctrine of Squat- 
ter Sovereignty;—and from one end to the 
other of the Southern States Mr. Bucnanan is 
supported upon that besis,—of hostility to the 
principle which gives to the inhabitants of a 
Territory control of the question of Slavery.
